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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 17 June 2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Kanda does not teach an encoder that control a generation 
of a bit rate within a predetermined range. In response the examiner disagrees. It is 
noted that Kanda teaches a MPEG encoder that encoding and compressing the 
received video signal with a bit rate with a predetermined range since it is required to 
MEPG system and a recording rate of the encoded signal for a medium. Since the 
claims only require an encoder that generating a compressed signal having a bit rate 
within a predetermined range, the bit rate of encoding of the encoder of Kanda meets 
the claimed bit rate of the compressed signal . 

Applicant argues that "Kanda in view of Kuroda fails to disclose a deleting of the 
data from the first medium when the data has been completely recorded on the second 
medium, as recited in claim 3. In response, the examiner disagrees. It is noted that 
column 6, lines 45-53, Kuroda teaches the recording / reproducing apparatus move 
the recorded content signal from the first medium (temporary storage), into a second 
medium (the selected storage device) , after the content signal of the first medium is 
recorded on the second medium, the recorded content signal in the first medium is 
deleted. It is clear that Kuroda teaches deleting the signal recorded on the first 
medium when the signal is completely recorded on the second medium. 

Applicant argues that " In regards to the first embodiment, only a portion of data 
is recorded in each storage device, as opposed to completely recording the data in a 
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storage medium as recited in the present claim". In response it is noted that the 
applicant does not specify that the data in the claim is a portion or a program.
